BELGRADE (Reuter), — Presi- 
dent Tito warned yesterday that 
the army would act against in- 
ternal enemies to preserve Yu- 


goslavia's unity. His warning came 
as the Prime ‘Minister of Croatia 
resigned amid a crisis over de- 
mands for more autonomy for the 
country's second biggest republic. 

Mr. Dragutin Haeramija resigned 
aa Prime Minister and was quickly 
followed by three other top Croa- 
tlan parliamentary and government 
offctats. 

President Tito, speaking at a Yu- 
goslav Army Day celebration in the 
central town of Rudo, said: “Our 
army is primarily called upon to de- 
fend our country from ΔῊ foreign 
enemies but also to defend the 
achievements of our revolution in- 
side the coumtry if necessary.” 

He added: “I believe we have 

enough to develop peace- 
fully, but if the worst comes to 
the worst... the army is there.” 

President Tito, who is also Sup- 
reme Army Commander, said that 
the class enemy hed recently at- 
tempted an attack on the Yugoslav 
Army, “but it wags our luck that 
We could protect our army from 
the influence from such elements.” 

He was apparently referring to

Hanoi ‘makes good use’

SAIGON (AP). — With little more 
than 200 aircraft and about 9,000 
men, the North Vietnamese Air 
Force threatens America’s air legions 
in Indo-China with harassment and 
embarrassment rather than a show- 
down challenge. The North Viet- 
namese shot down four U.S. Phan- 
toms over the past week-end. 

“They don’t have the assets to 
make an all-out air confrontation,” 
says one U.S. officer, “but they’re 
smart enough to know that if they 
push us too far they'll end up los- 
ing their whole damn air force. We 
can bring so much more to bear 
on them if they commit themselves 
to an all-out confrontation.” 

Another source said that if the 
‘North Vietnamese “put too much 
pressure on, we'll go after them 
seriously.” including the bases for 
North Vietmam’s Mig jets. Half a 
dozen of these bases are in the 
Hanoi area; others are farther south 
st Quang Lang, Vinh and Bai 
Thuong. 

According to the best available 
estimates, the North Vietnamese

have 165 combat planes, all sup- 
plied by the Russians. These in- 
clude 40 Mig 215, 25 Mig 19s, 70

Hanoi's air force also has about 
40 transport planes and a score of 
helicopters, including two of the 
Soviet aircraft that can carry 100 
passengers each, 

The sources said the Migs ‘can 
dart in and out of Laos at will” to 
harass U.S. planes operating along 
the border. Thetr pilots are cagey,” 
said one source. “They know the 
terrain, and they know how to avoid 
our radar surveillance. They come 
in low behind the radar mask of 
the terrain and pop up at you at 
the last minute.

The sources also estimate that 
North Vietnam mans 30 launching 
sites for the anti-aircraft missiles 
the Russians supply, plus perhaps 
100 radar defence sites. There was 
no estimate available of the number 
of anti-aircraft artillery batteries, 
but it was said to be “sizeable.”

Pompidou to London. He will make 
the journey before‘the planned sum-

From the 
outset, he outflanked Nixon by refus- 
ing to let the 
German mark, when Nixon announ- 
ced four months ago that the 
dollar’s convertibility was over and 
that imports to the U.S. must pay 
ἃ 10 per cent surcharge.

The morning session began with 
ex-Netivel Neft director Yeshurun 
Schiff facing 8 sti cross-examina- 
tion from Mr. Danny Kimche's 
lawyer, Mr. Ami Osnat. (Yeshurun 
Schiff was the sole director who, in 
summer 1969, wanted the "Danny 
Kimeche e: " —. Kimche took 
some Netivel Neft equipment north 
under suspicious circumstances — 
turned over to the police. Schiff 
was formerly a senior police officer 
and is now the manager of the 
Ellat-Ashkelon Pipeline Company.) 

Mr. Osnat wanted to know why 
Mr, Schiff had wanted to call in 
the pollce —- with the inevitable 
besmirching of Kimche's record, 
even if he was subsequently proved 
innocent, Mir. Schiff refused to ad- 
mit that a police inquiry involves 
any besmirching — and much time 
thus passed jn fruitless exchanges, 
with questioner and questioned on 
different wavelengths.

Mr. Osnat called Mr. Schiff’s at- 
tention to two exhibits: o release 
chit from Netivel Neft's stores for 
one of the machines which Kimche 
took, and an order from Magal, the

Motty Friedman himself. Was Mr. 
Schiff aware of the existence of 
these documents at the time? He 
was not. Was he aware of Netivel 
Neft's policy, decided ‘before he 
jolned’ the board, ta hire out equip- 
ment to ‘other companies when ‘pos- 
sible? He wag not; no one had toki 
him about it. Would ‘he then, in the 
Ught of ‘his present knowledge, say 
that calling in the police would have 
been unjustified, an unnecessary 
stain on Kimche’s copybook? No, 
he would not — because calling in 
the police entails no stain, 


Mr. Osnat continued, seeking to 
show that Mr. Schiff, who had at- 
tended only five ‘hoard meetings 
before resigning, knew ilttle about 
the affairs of the company, or of 
Magal. 

He did not know, it turned out, 
that Magal was active in an area 
near the Dead Sea. Nor that that 
area was heavily mined, that the 
mines tend to be dislodged in wet 
weather, and that the machines 
Kimche ‘hed borrowed for Magal 
had got stuck in a minefield and 
their return was delayed for that 
reason. 

Justice Witkon questioned Mr. 
Schiff about his statement on Tues- 
day that he had felt that the Neti- 
vel Neft board was something of 
a rubber stamp. This was not the 
impression gained from reading the 
minutes of the board meetings, Jus- 
tice Witkon said. On the contrary, 
the discussions as there portrayed 
seemed lively. But Mr. Schiff reiter- 
ated his view that decisions were 
taken elsewhere, and seemed to 
reach the hoard “half cooked al- 
ready.”

city from June to October 1987, 
when Mr. Friedman replaced him. 
Mr, Yehudai seid thet, og a Trea- 
sury official before the June War, 
he had known of the existence of 
the fleld, and immediately hostilities 
ended he received permission to fly 
down there, was shown around by 
officials of the foreign firm which 
had worked the field with the 
Egyptians, and reported to his com- 
manding officer that !t would be 
possible to resumé preduction. Three 
days later, he was called upon to 
join the advance party, and within 
8 Month the oll was flowing again. 

Mr. Yehudai described the scene 
at Abu Rodefs when they arrived: 
all fences broken, stores and equip- 
ment lying around over an enor- 
mous area, no gas, electricity, or 
running water. The misston wags to 
start production 28 Ξοῦξ as possible. 
The foreign company's employees 
adopted a passive role, cooperating 
only to the extent of ensuring that the 
Israelis made no errors which would 
permanently damage the oll reser- 
volr beneath Abu Rodels. 


Proud of first days 


To this day, Mr. Yehudaf said, 
he looks back on the achievements 
of those early months with pride. 

Mr. Gavriel Bach (State At- 
torney): “Did anyone suggest at 
that time classifying all the equip- 
ment you found?” 

Yehudai: “Our first job was to 
get all movable equipment behind 
fences — the theft rate by the 
Beduin was terrible. This we did, 
though we lacked manpower for 
guard duty, and there were still 
break-ins and thefts." 


Mr. Yehudai sald that since no 
one knew at the time how long

(The 
main store-room was engulfed in a 
huge conflagration before the Israe- 
lis arrived). It could have been in 
th of the foreigners, 
bat Me Freeman had ruled them 
out-of-bounds. 

Mr, Yehuda told the Commission 
that, during his time at Abu Rodeis, 
when the off-shore rigs first resum- 
ed production, it had been a team 
of Lapidot men, leased by Lapidot 
to ‘Netivet Neft, who had in fact 
opened the wells. He said that his 
experience of the Lapidot ‘workers 
had been positive. (One of the ques- 
tlong facing the inquiry is why it 
was necessary to set up Netivel 
Nett when Lapidot was already in 
existence. Another question ts why 
Netivel Neft refused to hire parties 
of men from Lapidot, but only 
agreed -to take them on individually.) 

After the mid-morning break, 
Aluf Zorea asked Mr, Friedman's 
lawyers to provide the Commission 
with copies of all Netivel Neft's 
financial reports to the Accountant- 
General, and with Midbar’s insurance 
policies against war risks. He also 
asked the ‘State Attorney to furnish

failed to provide many gratifying 
moments, for, with few exceptions, 
mediocrity and lack of enthusiasm 
prevailed. 

The Jerusalem Academy of Music 
choir has had some basic training 
and is able to boast of some achieve- 
ments, but it is still unfit to 
cipate in a Chamber Ensemble Sub- 
scription Concert. Ita first item, the 
Bach Motet, directed by Avner Ital, 
was lamentably insignificant, and 
soncrity was unrefined and without 
depth, 

Yona Ettlinger sounded rather 
mechanica] and perfunctory in the 
first movement of the Mozart Con- 
certo, and displayed his outstanding 
craftmanship only 1a the second and 
third movements. Nor did Bertini 
manage to give the lovely accom- 
paniment of the first movement a 
smicoth and accurate sound.

Prof. CHARLES BEST 


Prof. Charles H. Best of Toronto, 
co-discovercr of insulin, is staying 
in Jerusalem. He arrived this week 
for 10 days as guest of the Hebrew 


University. 
Today, he wi receive an 


honorary doctorate commemorating 
the 50th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of insulln. At the ceremony, 
Prof. Best will lecture on “The 
History and Present Position of 
Insulin.” 


The 72-year-old American born 
physiologist 15 accompanied by his 
wife and sister-in-law, Mrs, Linda 
Mahon. He first visited Israel in 
1961. 

Prof. Best discovered ingullo, 
the synthetic material used in the 
treatment of diabetes, together 
with the late Canadian scientist, 
Dr. Frederick Banting, in 1921, 
when Best was a young student. 
Their basic research was tater de- 
veloped by the Camadian chemist, 
James B. Collip, who assisted im 
the purification of Insulin to avoid

Mr Alon sald that Mr, Dayan 
bad sent in written reports of ar- 
chaeological finds on five occasions 
between 1957 and 1963, and once 
in January, 1971. No other written 
records existed. 

He said the Department had not 
registered any archaeological: finds 
at Mr. Dayan’s home, and had not 
visited his collection in the wake of 
Mr. Dayan's statement of December 
1 this year, that be had sold some 
pieces from his collection, 

(Mr. Avnerl had cited the testi- 
mony to police of the head of the

Antiquities Department, Mr. Avra- 
ham Biran, that he had visited Mr. 
‘Allon Dayan's private collection only once, 
in 1963.
